REPORT OF THE ANNUAL TOWN MEETING, 
AND THE ANNUAL TOWN ELECTION, 
FEBRUARY 12, 1942. 


In accordance with the Warrant for the Annual Town 
Meeting and Election duly published and posted as directed, 
the voters met at the Elizabeth Theatre Tuesday, Feb. 10th 
at 9.00 o’clock A. M. to act upon the articles contained there- 
in:— 

The tellers appointed and sworn to office were:— 

Albert E. Landers George B. Panton 
Walter E. Stewart | 


Wm. B. Hastings was sworn as stenographer for the dur- 
ation of the meeting. 


Officers in attendance were:— 
Lester F. Baker Oscar W. Peterson 


At 9:30 o’clock the meeting was called to order by the 
Moderator, Milford R. Lawrence. The hours of the meeting 
were voted to be from the opening of the meeting to 12 o’clock 
M. and from 1.15 o’clock P. M. until such time as the meeting 
should decide to adjourn. At 9.40 o’clock a quorum of town 
meeting members were declared present, the necessary num- 
ber at this meeting being 109. 
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Article 1. (Re: Election of town officers by ballot—see 
subsequent report of Election, Feb. 12th). 


Art. 2. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the Standing 
Votes of the Town of Falmouth as printed in the Town Report 
of 1941 for the year 1942. 


Voted, to adopt for 1942 the Standing Votes of the Town 
as printed in the 1941 Annual Town Report. 


Art 3. To choose all other necessary town officers for the 
year ensuing, including the election of the Recreation Com- 
mission. 


See List—Committees for 1942. 


Art. 4. To see if the Town will vote to elect a Town 
Director for the Cape Cod Extension Service as provided in 
Chapter 128, Sections 40 and 41 of the General Laws. 


Voted, that Maurice R. Jones be so elected. 


Art. 5. To hear the reports of Committees and Town 
Officers and act thereon, and make any necessary appropri- 
ations. 


A final report was given by the Municipal Electric Light 
Committee and as their work being completed it was voted it 
now be discontinued, a vote of thanks was extended this Com- 
mittee for their services. 

It was voted that all reports of Committees and Town 
officers as printed in the town report be accepted. 


Art. 6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Town 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow 
money from time to time in anticipation of the revenue of 
the financial year beginning January 1, 1942, and to issue 
a note or notes therefor, payable within one year, and to 
renew any note or notes as may be given for a period of less 
than one year in accordance with Section 17, Chapter 44, of 
the General Laws. 
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Voted, to authorize the Town Treasurer, with the ap- 
proval of the Selectmen, to borrow money from time to time 
in anticipation of the revenue of the financial year beginning 
January 1, 1942, and to issue a note or notes therefor, payable 
within one year, and to renew any note or notes as may be 
given for a period of less than one year in accordance with 
Section 17, Chapter 44 of the General Laws. Unanimous vote, 
a quorum being present. 


Art. 7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to contract with the Cape and Vineyard Electric 
Company to light the streets for the coming year or take any 
other action thereon. 


Voted, that the Selectmen be authorized to contract with 
the Cape and Vineyard Electric Company to light the streets 
for the year 1942. 


Art. 8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to settle claims and suits which are pending or 
may arise against the town and to make such appropriations 
therefor as may be deemed advisable. 


Voted, that the Selectmen be authorized to settle claims 
and suits which are pending or may arise against the town. 
(No appropriation made.) : 


Art. 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate such sums of money as may be deemed necessary to 
defray the Town’s Expenses for the ensuing year or do or act 
anything else in relation to the same. :

In connection with this article it was voted that a com- 
mittee of five (5) taxpayers be elected to study the advisabil- 
ity and necessity of pay increases to all Town employees, in- 
cluding elected officials, and to report their findings and make 
their recommendations to a Special Town Meeting to be held 
not later than three months from this date, and that any 
such increases recommended and/or voted upon and adopted 
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by such Special Town Meeting be made retroactive to January 
1, 1942. 84 voted affirmative, 30 negative.

such money to be appropriated from water surplus or water 
revenue; or act or do anything else in these matters. On re- 
quest of the Board of Water Commissioners. 


Voted, that $1650. be appropriated from Water Surplus 
or Water Revenue to acquire by purchase or otherwise the 
whole or an adequate portion of the land owned by Sidney 
W. Lawrence and located on the Easterly side of Long Pond 
between Gifford Street and said Pond for the purpose of the 
protection of the Water supply. Also, that the Board making 
the taking under the previous vote be requested to follow as

to the portions of land to be taken the recommendations of 
the committee composed of the Water Board and the Water 
Shed. 


Art. 25. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $4220.00 for repairs to the Village School 
and Henry W. Hall School buildings; or take any other action 
in the matter. On request of the School Committee. 


Voted, that $4,220. be raised and appropriated for same. 


Art. 26. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $3352.50 for repairs to the Lawrence High 
School, or take any other action in the matter.

Voted, to raise and appropriate $200.00 for filling and 
grading as requested, work to be done under supervision of 
the Highway Surveyor.

Art. 29. To see if the Town will vote to appoint an Avia- 
tion Committee of three (3) and raise and appropriate the 
sum of Nine Hundred Fifty ($950.) Dollars for the continu- 
ance, development, operation and maintenance of a public 
airport, to be expended under the supervision.of the Aviation 
Committee. On request of the Aviation Committee. 
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Voted, that the Town do appoint an Aviation Committee 
of three and raise and appropriate the sum of $950.00 for con- 
tinuance, development, operation and maintenance of a pub- 
lic airport; said Committee to consult with Guy Ham and the 
Town Counsel and bring in specific recommendations to the 
next town meeting.

HELD MAY 11, 1942. 


In accordance with the Warrant for the Special Town 
Meeting duly published and posted as directed, the Town 
Meeting Members met at the Henry W. Hall School Auditor- 
ium on Monday, May 11th, 1942 at 8 o’clock P. M. to act upon 
the articles contained therein:

Elizabeth Wells was sworn as stenographer for the dura- 
tion of the meeting. 


At 8.07 o’clock the meeting was called to order by the 
Moderator Milford B.. Lawrence,.a count of the Town Meeting 
Members was taken and 129 declared present, the number 
necessary to constitute a quorum at this meeting figured to 
113.

3, 1939, to August 22, 1942, made in compliance with the pro- 
visions of Chapter 44, General Laws. This is in the form of 
a report made to me by Mr. Herman B. Dine, Assistant Direc- 
tor of Accounts.

Sir: 


As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of Falmouth for the period from 
October 3, 1939, the date of the previous examination, to 
August 22, 1942, and submit the following report thereon: 


The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of 
the several departments receiving or disbursing money for 
the town or committing bills for collection, were examined 
and checked. 


The books and accounts in the office of the town ac- 
countant were examined and compared with the department- 
al records and with the treasurer’s books. The recorded re- 
ceipts were checked with the treasurer’s cash book and the 
payments as recorded were checked to the disbursements as 
shown by the treasurer’s cash book and by the treasury war- 
rants. 


The ledger accounts were analyzed and the appropria- 
tions and loan authorizations were checked with the amounts 
voted by the town as listed from the town clerk’s records of 
town meetings. The transfers from the reserve fund as re- 
corded were checked with the finance committee’s records 
of transfers authorized. 


The classification book was examined and found to be 
accurately kept and original vouchers and pay-rolls were ex- 
amined and found to have been properly approved. 


The assessors’ computation of the levies of 1940, 1941 and 
1942 were examined and checked to the ledger accounts. 


The ledger accounts were analyzed, and a balance sheet, 
which is appended to this report, was prepared showing the 
financial condition of the town on August 22, 1942. 
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As may be seen from the balance sheet, the financial 
condition of the town is excellent. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were ex- 
amined and checked in detail. The receipts as recorded were 
analyzed and checked with the town accountant’s books, with 
the records of departments making payments to the treas- 
urer, and with other sources from which money was paid 
into the town treasury, while the payments were checked with 
the selectmen’s warrants authorizing the treasurer to dis- 
burse town funds. 


The cash book footings were proved and the balance on 
August 22, 1942, was verified by actual count of cash in the 
office and by reconciliation of the bank balances with state- 
ments furnished by the banks in which town funds are de- 
posited. 


The recorded payments on account of maturing debt and 
interest were compared with the amounts falling due and 
with the cancelled notes, bonds, and coupons on file. 


The records of tax titles held by the town were examined 
and checked. The additions to the tax title account were 
compared with the collector’s records, the recorded redempt- 
tions, disclaimers, and foreclosures were verified, and the tax 
titles on hand were listed, reconciled with the town account- 
ant’s ledger, and checked with the records in the Registry 
of Deeds. 


The records of trust and retirement funds in the custody 
of the town treasurer and of trust funds in the custody of 
trustees were examined and proved. The securities and sav- 
ings bank books were examined and listed, the income was 
proved, and the disbursements and the transfers to the town 
were verified. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were exam- 
ined and checked in detail. The taxes outstanding at the 
time of the previous examination, and all subsequent com- 
mitments, were audited and proved to the assessors’ warrants 
issued for their collection. 
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The recorded receipts were compared with the payments 
to the treasurer and with the town accountant’s books, the 
abatements as recorded were checked with the assessors’ re- 
cords of abatements granted, and the outstanding accounts 
were listed and reconciled with the town accountant’s ledger. 


Verification of the outstanding taxes was made by mail- 
ing notices to a number of persons whcese names appeared 
on the books as owing money to the town, and from the re- 
plies received thereto it appears that the accounts, as listed, 
are correct. 


The records of licenses and permits issued by the select- 
men and by the town clerk were examined, the payments to 
the town treasurer and to the Division of Fisheries and Game 
being verified. 


The records of water department accounts receivable 
were examined and checked in detail. The commitment totals 
were proved and compared with the water registrar’s reports 
to the treasurer and the town accountant, the recorded pay- 
ments to the treasurer were checked with the treasurer’s cash 
book, the abatements were verified, the transfers to water 
liens were proved, and the outstanding accounts were listed 
and reconciled with the town accountant’s ledger. 


In addition to the departments and accounts mentioned, 
the records of all other departments collecting money for the 
town or committing bills for collection were examined and 
checked in detail. The totals of charges were proved, the re- 
corded payments to the treasurer were checked with the 
treasurer’s and the town accountant’s book, the abatements 
as recorded were checked with the records in the depart- 
ments authorized to grant abatements, and the outstanding 
accounts were listed and reconciled with the town account- 
ant’s ledger. 


The surety bonds of the town officials required by law to 
furnish them for the faithful performance of their duties 
were examined and found to be in proper form. 
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In addition to the balance sheet, there are appended to 
this report tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s 
and the tax collector’s cash, summaries of the tax, tax title, 
tax possessions, departmental, and water accounts, as well as 
tables showing the transactions and condition of the trust 
and retirement funds. 


For the co-operation received from the several town offi- 
cials during the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of my 
assistants and for myself, to express appreciation.

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REPORT OF HIGHWAY SURVEYOR 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: f 


I hereby submit for your approval my report for work 
done on the highways during the year 1942. 


The department this year has been under a severe handi- 
cap due to the shortage of labor. This department has lost 
several of its experienced help, through enlistments in the 
armed forces of our country. 


Considerable work has been done under Chapter 90, on 
the old Sandwich Road. This road now is one of the most 
traveled roads in the town and considerable care and atten- 
tion must be given to the maintaining and upkeep of that 
portion that has not been repaired. 


The first mile and a half of this road has a hardened sur- 
face thirty feet wide, one mile being built under Chapter 90 
and one-half mile by the town, all under the Highway Sur- 
veyor’s supervision, two additional miles of this road have 
been sealcoated with tar, the remaining portion of the road 
has been repaired and patched with asphalt. 


Several new streets have been laid out by the Selectmen 
this year and the department has spent considerable time 
widening and graveling these roads. The extension of Queen 
street and Robinson road has been widened and hardened 
with tar. It has been necessary to make the most use of what 
asphalt we have on hand as it will be impossible to obtain 
much more of this material for the duration. 
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All fence rails, guard rails and bridges, throughout all sec- 
tions of the town have been repaired, painted and put in first 
class condition, and in such instances as necessary new fences 
and rails have been installed to replace those destroyed. 


Boxberry Hill road and the old North Falmouth road to 
Hatchville have been patched and sealcoated with tar; these 
roads have been used to a much greater extent than in past 
years and the department will have to spend considerable 
more in their upkeep than in years past. 


All gravel roads in the town have been constantly kept in 
repair and graded and kept in good condition. The proximity 
of Camp Edwards and the constant use of all roads, both 
gravel and hardened, by army trucks and convoys, place an 
extra burden on the department; a constant supervision and 
inspection is now necessary to keep these roads in passable 
condition. 


All catch basins have been cleaned and put in first class 
condition. It has been necessary to install new drains at the 
entrance to Sandwich road, and at three points on Sandwich 
road, to improve the drainage system; these basins have over- 
come a bad situation that existed after heavy rain storms, 
and I feel sure traveling conditions on this road will be great- 
ly improved. New drains have been also installed on Queen 
street and Robinson road. 


Street signs in different sections of the town have been 
painted and repaired and kept in excellent condition. Con- 
siderable alterations and repairs have been made at our plant 
and a new conveyor has been installed that saves consider- 
able time and labor and has proved a great help in the oper- 
ation of the plant. 


We have had five snow and ice storms to combat with, 
and while the fall of snow has been heavy, our department 
has had the situation covered completely and traffic moving 
at. all times. 
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In summing up I will say the department is in excellent 
condition, considerable repairs have been made at the shed 
and a repair shop added that has saved the town considerable 
money. The machines and tools have been kept in first class 
condition and everything in perfect working order.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The School Committee has held twelve regular and three 
special meetings during the year. A detailed financial report 
covering receipts and expenditures will be found incorporated 
in the Superintendent’s report. 


During the past year the facilities of the schools have 
been made available to the Public Safety Committee for Civil- 
ian Defense and First Aid Units. The School Department will 
continue to cooperate in every way possible with this import- 
ant program. 


The War has brought many problems, many additional 
duties, and many opportunities to the schools. Changes in 
curriculum have had to be effected with but little notice. Be- 
fore these words are in print a large number of boys from the 
Junior and Senior classes will be in the service of their Coun- 
try. 


Under instruction from the United States Navy, and for 
use by the Navy, the boys in our shop have constructed one 
hundred model planes built to scale. As many more planes 
are needed by the Navy for recognition, range estimation, 
and determination by cones of fire, this program will be con- 
tinued as long as there is a need. 


Defense Stamps and Bonds are being sold in all the 
schools. For the months of September and October, 1942, the 
total sales in the schools was $1,564.00. 
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The High School Victory Corps, the official organization 
of the United States Government, has been organized and is 
gradually getting under way. Its purposes are the guidance 
of youth into critical services and occupations; wartime citi- 
zenship training to insure better understanding of the war, 
its meaning, its progress, and problems; voluntary military 
drill for selected boys; competence in ‘science and mathemat- 
ies; pre-flight training in aeronautics for those preparing for 
the air service; production training for critical occupations; 
community service, including training for essential civilian 
activities. 


Voluntary military drill was instituted for high school 
boys under the direction of personnel from Camp Edwards. 


Any member of the Lawrence High School Senior Class 
having passed the first two marking terms of the senior year, 
shall upon evidence of his entrance in the armed services of 
the United States, be granted a diploma. The same rule shall 
apply to students accepted in a recognized college or univer- 
sity. 


Owing to war-time transportation difficulties all inter- 
town athletic events have been curtailed. The football sched- 
ule was reduced to a minimum, the basketball schedule was 
eliminated in favor of inter-class games, and the baseball 
schedule will very likely have to be curtailed or eliminated. 


In the nation-wide scrap metal drive the schools played an 
important part, bringing in about three-quarters of all the 
material collected. Lawrence High School won first place in 
Barnstable County, winning the $100.00 prize offered by the 
Standard-Times. The high school record was 487,975 pounds 
collected, or 1,814 pounds per pupil based on a membership 
of 269 boys and girls. 


At the request of the Federal Government, the School 
Department will make available to the Army and Navy twenty 
percent of all school typewriters. Authority to do this is be- 
ing requested at the forthcoming Town Meeting. 
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It has been necessary to close schools several times dur- 
ing the year to register for war rationing, and we shall un- 
doubtedly be called upon to do so in the future. Time out for 
rationing: 


High School—Sugar Trade rationing, April 28-29. 


All schools except High School—Sugar Consumer 
rationing, May 4-7. 


All schools except High School—Gasoline ration- 
ing, May 12-14. 


All schools—Fuel-oil rationing, October 28-30. 


The school teachers and a great many public spirited citi- 
zens carried on this rationing registration. It was due to this 
wholehearted cooperation that the rationing program was at 
all successful. 


Due to the war-time shortage of gasoline and tires the 
school bus routes may have to be curtailed. Although we have 
had requests for a further extension of our transportation 
routes, it is indicated from gasoline allotments made on War 
Necessity Certificates that we cannot maintain our present 
mileage after February 1943 unless an upward revision is made 
on the allotments. The State law which required transporta- 
tion of pupils living more than a mile from the nearest bus 
route has been superseded by a Federal ruling which in- 
creases the distance to a mile and a half; but the restriction 
of gasoline allotments for school busses may make it impos- 
sible to observe either of these regulations. 


Owing to a fuel shortage in the East, schools have been 
asked to convert to coal. The School Committee anticipated 
this by ordering grates last August for the Woods Hole and 
East Falmouth schools. Woods Hole School has already been 
converted and East Falmouth School is in the process of be- 
ing converted. The Village School boilers were installed as oil 


85 


burning units and the possibility of their conversion has been 
conjectural. As the fuel oil situation has become critical the 
Office of Petroleum Coordination has ordered the conver- 
sion of this building. Heating engineers have advised that 
conversion is possible and this will be carried out as rapidly 
as possible.

For many years after the Depression of 1932 the School 
Department operated on a segregated budget, the funds be- 
ing voted in Town Meeting on fifty or more separate items, 
to be expended on those items only and not transferable. 
This method of operation necessitated the frequent transfer 
of funds by the Board of Finance to the School Department 
to cover expenditures on items that could not be foreseen 
when the budget was prepared. For the past few years the 
School Department has operated on a two item budget (Sal- 
aries and Other Expense) which apparently works better. 
This year we are refunding to the town an unexpended bal- 
ance of $1,206.24. 


The Committee wishes to express its appreciation to Fin- 
ance Committee, Town Accountant, and Highway Surveyor, 
for their cooperation and assistance throughout the year. 
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The Committee wishes to call the attention of the voters 
to the fact that although the total budget expenditure in 
1942 was $180,985.84, refunds to the amount of $18,694.64 have 
reduced the figures to $162,291.20.

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REPORT OF RECREATION COMMISSION 


The amount of $2100.00 was appropriated by the 1942 An- 
nual Town Meeting for the maintenance of the Falmouth 
Community Center to be spent by the Recreation Commission. 


This commission was set up by the town to legalize the 
spending of the Town’s money on the Recreational program 
conducted by the Falmouth Community Center, Inc. in con- 
junction with the W. P. A. 


The Falmouth Community Center, Inc., has failed to 
function and at the same time the W. P. A. changed their 
policy from a Youth program to an adult program to tie in 
with the war effort. 


There has been practically no supervised Youth activity 
conducted at the Center for some time. Your Committee feels 
that the Center is not carrying on the functions intended by 
the people of Falmouth and that it is not now to the best in- 
terest of the Town to spend further money on this program, 
as it is being conducted at the present time. 


On January 6th, 1943 because of lack of oil the Recrea- 
tional activities were stopped and cannot be resumed until 
heating facilities are converted.

Your Finance Committee respectfully submits its annual 
report with an itemized list of transfers made from its reserve 
fund during the year 1942.

Your Committee has cut its reserve fund in half as the 


usual appropriation for this purpose was $15,000.00. 
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The result has been that the Departments have kept with- 
in their budget better than they have done for many years 
and therefore the Town has regulated the expenditure. of 
moneys almost wholly through Town Meeting which should 
be the case. The voters have no control over transfers from 
the reserve fund and therefore these transfers should be cut 
down to an absolute minimum. During the year 1942 your 
Committee has had twenty meetings most of which were held 
for the consideration of articles in the Town Warrant and 
Departmental budgets for the 1942 Town Meeting. 


We wish to thank the Department heads and Chairmen 
of Committees for their co-operation in keeping within their 
budgets without which co-operation the work of the Finance 
Committee would be largely lost. 


We are now in the second year of the participation of the 
United States in the War. Governmental expenditure has of 
necessity reached new heights. Demands are made on us at 
every turn to help the Government in its participation in this 
war by saving materials and labor in all civilian activity, 
thereby diverting as little as possible from our main effort. 
Income taxes and other taxes against individuals and corpor- 
taions are higher than ever before. Returns of income to the 
town which heretofore had helped considerably in lessening 
our tax rate will be cut severely this year, mostly because of 
the decreased use of automobiles and the consequent decrease 
in gasoline tax and the like. We have been asked by the 
United States Government to limit our Town expenditures to 
a minimum and it is our duty to do so from two standpoints. 
Firstly, we should not use more labor and materials than are 
necessary to be used for absolute maintenance for this would 
divert materials and labor from war effort. 


Secondly we should not burden ourselves with one penny 
of unnecessary expenditures for town purposes because the 
load we have to carry is already heavy and we must not make 
it insupportable. 
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We earnestly ask your co-operation in making this year’s 
expenditures for maintenance only, as to do otherwise might 
mean a continuation of the war and cost more lives and suf- 
fering.

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REPORT OF AVIATION COMMITTEE 


The aviation committee with the two advisory members, 
Mr. John P. Sylvia, Jr., and Guy A. Ham, Jr., continued the 
Falmouth municipal airport as a civilian student instruction 
airport from the February Town Meeting until about Sep- 
tember 1, 1942, under the supervision of Mr. Ham, the airport 
being approved for this purpose and much needed for the de- 
velopment and training of new fliers for the war purposes. 
During this period very little civilian flying was allowed for 
other than war needs. 


In August all civilian activities in connection with air- 
ports were forced back from the sea coast many miles to leave 
all airports under government control by the Army or Navy, 
and Mr. Ham, too, was forced inland to another airport to 
carry on his student training. 


The latter part of August, the aviation committee and 
advisory members, with the approval of the Selectmen, nego- 
tiated with the Civil Air Patrol for the use of the field for 
$1.00, they assuming all expenses including police protection, 
and obtained a cut in rent from $75 to $50 per month from 
the Coonamessett Ranch Company starting September 1, 1942. 


The Civil Air Patrol is made up of fliers of an older school 
and many from the last war who are unable from physical 
fitness to join the war aviation forces of today but want to 
do their part and are very capable of doing the patrol duty 
required.

The Patrol system is maintained and supervised by the 
United States Army, having airports along the entire coast 
from Florida to Canada, and proving very efficient in that 
line of duty, also saving the younger fliers from other avia- 
tion duties. 


The Committee felt this negotiation would mean a finan- 
cial saving and protection to the town, a patriotic duty for 
the towns, and a means by which the airport can keep intact 
for a municipal airport when the war is over, as we all know 
there will be a tremendous increase in flying after the war, 
and a municipal airport will be greatly needed. Under this 
operation, the only cost to the town is $50 per month, and 
the committee recommends the continuance until after the 
war, and then the use as a municipal field again. 


The present situation is that the Town is a tenant at will 
of the Coonamessett Ranch Company at a reduced rental of 
$50 a month. The Town, through the Aviation Committee, 
has granted a permit to the Civil Air Patrol for the duration 
of the war for the sum of $1.00, the Civil Air Patrol assuming 
all expenses including police protection. 


The Committee, with all bills paid to February 1, 1943, 
will have an unexpended balance of $437.02. It asks for an 
appropriation this year of $300, which will make available the 
sum of $737.02, out of which it will have to pay rental of $600, 
leaving a small balance for other expenses.

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REPORT OF FIRE ALARM DIVISION 


To: Acting Chief William H. Denham 
Falmouth Fire Department 
Falmouth, Mass. 


Sir: 


In compliance with departmental orders, I hereby submit 
my annual report in connection with Fire Alarm maintenance 
for which I am responsible. 


In the absence of Captain Albert B. Mullen, who has en- 
listed in the United States Navy, I have been temporarily ap- 
pointed to carry on with his work in connection with the Fire 
Alarm maintenance, which I will do, to the best of my 
ability. I fully realize that I have not had the years of ex- 
perience and training that Captain Mullen has, but feel con- 
fident that I can maintain the Fire Alarm system as it is, 
and at the same time gain considerable knowledge in this 
line of work, and be able to step in and help in case of an 
emergency, such as the present. 


I have found the Fire Alarm system to be in very good 
shape, with the exception of a few places where moisture has 
worked into the wires and caused some trouble. This trouble 
will be remedied as soon as I am able to purchase the neces- 
sary amount of wire. 


I also experienced a little trouble on the Penzance Road 
during one of the past snow and wind storms, with a section 
of wire down on the ground. I have made temporary repairs, 
until such time as some new wire is available. 


Owing to present conditions it will be impossible to buy 
all of the equipment that I am asking for. 
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The radio system is in good working order at this time, 
and should be in good shape this coming year, with a few 
minor repairs such as tubes, etc. A new A. M. F. M. receiver 
has been installed at the Central Station and is working very 
well. 


The I. C. 8. batteries, and rectifiers installed three years 
ago are working very satisfactory. 


The air horn installed at the East Falmouth Station has 
proven itself very satisfactory, in place of the electric siren 
which has been removed. 


The usual amount of tree trimming should be done this 
coming year, especially on the Woods Hole, Quissett Avenue, 
and Palmer Avenue roads, as Iam having some trouble there, 
caused by dampness shorting out the alarm wires where they 
come in contact with the trees. 


I suggest that your consideration be given to the replace- 
ment of old type Fire Alarm boxes still in use. I talked with 
Captain Mullen about them and he suggested that I change 
them to the modern type as he has done in the past. 


I have assisted Mr. John R. Peterson at the Cape Codder 
Hotel on one occasion, due to the fact that the watchman was 
sick and unable to check on the sprinkler system. I found the 
air pressure down, and the automatic watchman bell ring- 
ing. By bringing the pressure up to normal I saved the de- 
partment a needless run over ice coated roads. 


I find that there are some slack wires at various sections 
of the town and suggest that you give this matter some con- 
sideration.

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REPORT OF THE CHIEF 


I present the annual report of the Fire Department for 
the year 1942. 


I was appointed Acting Chief of the Department on 
November 3rd, 1942, so most of the activities of the Depart- 
ment were under the former Chief, Ray D. Wells who is now 
in the armed forces. 


Early in the year of 1940 a squad of young men was or- 
ganized and were called Junior Firemen. This outfit is for 
the purpose of fighting house fires and forest fires to help the 
department in any way because of the shortage of men. 


These men were schooled and drilled by Lt. MacWhinnie 
in all the different modes of fire fighting and discipline. We 
have found that the Junior Firemen are indispensable, as 
every one knows there is a shortage of men in every depart- 
ment. A special bell alarm signal notifies these men in case 
of a fire. 


During the past year, one member resigned from the 
Board of Engineers, and two members joined the armed forces. 


At a special meeting held October 29th, 1942, Chief Wells 
resigned as Chief of the Department to enter the armed 
forces, and the Board at this meeting elected Deputy Chief 
William H. Denham as Acting Chief and Capt. George G. 
Ferris as Acting Deputy Chief for the duration. 


The department has lost for the duration Captain A. B. 
Mullen, Assistant Supt. of the Fire Alarm system, and Priv- 
ate Leighton F. Peck, who have entered the armed services. 
It is a great problem at the present time to get certified men. 
There is at the present time two vacancies in the department 
which we have been unable to fill so are using emergency 
men. 
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The Fire Department has co-operated with Civilian De- 
fense Officials in every way possible. Furnished men for day 
and night watch in the Controller’s room. Also during prac- 
tice raids and blackouts have had radio patrol cars patrolling 
the different sections of the Town. 


Relative to fire losses, would say that the total loss for 
the year was $23,931.92, a little under $5,000.00 more than last 
year. 


The number of fires was 99. The actual loss not covered 
by insurance was $6,122.00. The property value this year was 
$446,710.00, much lower in amount than last year, but some 
of the fires were of a longer duration and that involved more 
money paid to the Callmen. We have had some False and 
Needless Alarms, but these are expected, and it is almost im- 
possible to get conviction on same. 


A Civil Service Examination for promotion of Privates to 
Lieutenants was held at the High School Building last Octo- 
ber, but no report has been received as to the result of same. 
Three certified Civil Service men have been added to the De- 
partment this year as regular firemen. 


Rev. Kelly, our Chaplain, invited all firemen to attend 
services on Firemen’s Memorial Sunday at the St. Patrick’s 
Church. This service was on Sunday, June 8th, 1942. A large 
number were present, after which the men visited the graves 
of deceased firemen, for brief service and placing of flowers 
on the graves. This service always seems to uS aS a very ap- 
propriate thing to do for our departed brothers. 


We have held drill schools at every station, also inspec- 
tions, and tested all hose in the department. We also have 
pumped numerous cellars which were flooded. 


The purchase of apparatus, hose and all equipment and 
supplies is very hard to make during these times. 
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The personnel of the present Board of Engineers is a very 
active body and their attendance at meetings and interest in 
the Department is worthy of mention. 


I wish to thank the members of the Fire Department for 
the former Chief and myself for the co-operation and excel- 
lent work done by them. I know that during these hard times 
each man has done extra work on account of the shortage of 
men.

The past year has done comparatively small damage to 
forest land. This as your former warden has stated in last 
year’s report is that, the precautions he had taken to prevent 
same, such as Patrol, Standby and (organized) Junior Fire- 
men has helped to keep the loss down a great deal. Very soon 
a great many of our Junior Callmen will be leaving for the 
armed services, so that this will necessitate re-organizing 
with younger men for the duration. 


During the year these boys have shown great efficiency 
and are a great help in fighting forest and house fires, also 
in many other ways as it is very hard to get help at the pres- 
ent time. 


The patrol with extra men have covered 2,443 miles. 
There were 25 dangerous fire days. 


I am very pleased that permit fires are taken care of 
properly and only a few cases when they are somewhat care- 
less. But I would respectfully ask that too much care cannot 
be given to burning rubbish, etc. 


The use of the two-way radio system has been greater 
than ever this past year; and it is hard to express myself of 
the value this system is to us. It saves time, gives direct lo- 
cation of fire and helps in a great many other ways. 


Our Fire Breaks have been burned over in such a way 
that it makes the situation less dangerous in case of large 
or §mall fires. A great deal of burning has been done at other 
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dangerous places which has helped out very much. We have 
also done some private burning. 


The above burning in my mind is money well spent. 


The former Warden last Spring with men and apparatus 
responded and worked at a number of fires at Mashpee, with 
which we have a working agreement. We also responded to 
a few other out of town fires, but did not work any length of 
time. : 


Relative to the appropriation of $3,500.00 voted at the 
last annual Town Meeting, I would say that the former War- 
den tried in every way possible to purchase a new piece of 
apparatus, but was unable to do so because of the present war. 
Most of the manufacturers did state that they thought it pos- 
sible to buy apparatus this year (1943), so I am asking the 
voters to reappropriate the same sum of money this year as 
the prospect of securing same is much better than last year. 


During the latter part of 1942, Dist. Forest Warden A. L. 
Estes was transferred to another district and Ormand Dot- 
tridge of Cotuit was appointed by the Department of Con- 
servation as Dist. Forest Warden, for Barnstable County and 
the Islands. Mr. Dottridge is a man of very much experience 
in forest work and forest fire fighting and will be a big help 
in this district. 


As this is my first report as Acting Forest Fire Warden, 
if there is any other information desired relative to this de- 
partment, I will be glad to give it to them.

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REPORT OF TOWN SURVEY COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The Town Survey Committee herewith submits its report 
for the year 1942. % 


The work was continued again this year in May when Mr. 
White returned from Newfoundland after a six months’ leave 
of absence. 


The year’s work was confined mainly to office and regis- 
try work on questionable deeds. Some work was done on the 
unfinished areas but there remains a great deal of field work 
to be done before these areas can be completed. Additional 
areas have been found to be wrong and revisions are being 
made constantly. 


The office has continued to increase its number of land 
records and this year received complete copies of all regis- 
tered land plans at the registry. 


The town survey maps have again proved to be invalu- 
able in connection with the War program. The Army, Navy 
and Coast Guard officers have had access to all plans and 
records filed in the town survey office. The maps greatly 
facilitated the work on land acquisitions, leases, easements 
and trespass rights.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


The Board of Selectmen herewith submit their report for 
the year 1942. 


The Selectmen have, in accordance with a vote of the 
town laid out the following roads:— 


Pine Lane, a distance of 912 feet. 

Pond Road, a distance of 510 feet. 
South Road, a distance of 715 feet. 
Gull Road, a distance of 745 feet. 
By-water Court, a distance of 1,527 feet. 


Linden Road, a distance of 648 feet. 


All the above roads have been laid out 40 feet wide and 
have been graded and graveled by the Highway Surveyor. 
There are no land damages on any of the above roads. 


The Selectmen have also had the County Commissioners 
relocate and lay out the Sandwich Road on which there has 
been land damages, to be asked for by special article at town 
meeting. Land damages are also requested on some parcels 
on the North Falmouth Road. These will be listed in the 
Town Counsel’s report. 


The Whittemore Zoning case has been tried before a mas- 
ter, a lower court and before a high court, a decision is ex- 


169 


pected at any moment and as soon as handed down, will be 
made known to the public. 


The condition of the town is exceptionally good. By re- 
fraining from advocating any building plan the town has re- 
duced the bonded debt of the town to a negligible amount. 
We strongly recommend a clearance of all outstanding debts 
and a pay as you go policy for some time to come. 


The state auditors have examined all departments and 
books of the town and find them in excellent condition. Their 
report is printed in another section. 


In general, we find the various departments of the town 
working co-operatively and in fine condition, and the town 
finances in a remarkably sound and efficient condition.

In August, 275 cows, 46 young and 14 bulls were tested 
for tuberculosis. Total herd 124. All cattle were found to be 
free from the disease. Besides the tuberculin test, all cattle 
barns and dairies have had their annual inspection. 


Seventy-five samples of milk and cream have been tested 
and every sample was found to be above the legal standard 
of the State requirements which is Total Solids 12%, Fats 
3.55, for ungraded or light cream—not less than 16%, medium 
25%, extra heavy 38%. The reports of all tests are on file 
in the Health Department office and may be seen by anyone 
wishing to do so. 


Six samples of water have been taken and tested for 
purity. 


One diphtheria culture was sent to the state laboratory 
and found to be negative. 


Four permits were given for cleaning cesspools during 
the hours forbidden by the following health regulation: No 
person shall remove the contents of cesspool or privy vault 
between 4 A. M. and 9 P. M. from.May ist to October Ist but 
the contents of any vault may be removed at other times by 
permit of the Board of Health, in watertight containers. 
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The carcasses of all slaughtered animals have been in- 
spected. It is required by law that all animals that are 
slaughtered and are to be sold for food must, if approved, 
by stamped by the Animal Inspector at the time of slaughter. 


There has been a total of 41 dog bites during the year. 
Every dog has been examined and quarantined for a period 
of fourteen days, as required by law. 


All recreational camps for boys and girls and overnight 
cabins have been licensed and inspected and the sanitation 
and water supplies have been approved by the State Depart- : 
ment of Public Health. |

The waters of Inner Harbor, formerly known as Deacon’s 
Pond, was analysed and found to be polluted. The State has 
ordered these waters closed for the taking of ‘shell fish from 
this contaminated area. 


All complaints of every nature received during the year 
have been investigated and officially acted upon. Signs pro- 
hibiting the depositing of rubbish and garbage have been 
posted in several sections of the town. We again urge all the 
residents of Falmouth to use their influence and co-operate 
with the town departments in trying to keep our roadsides 
clean. All restaurants, stores, hotels and their surroundings 
have been inspected and changes made when recommended. 


In spite of the fact that conditions in Falmouth have 
changed, due to the influx of army personnel and their fam- 
ilies, there has been no epidemic of any kind and there has 
been only a very slight increase in contagious diseases re- 
ported. We think that this is very remarkable at this time 
as Our army personnel comes from every part of the country. 
We wish to assist the Medical Units at Camp Edwards in any 
way that we can and assist all other Public Health officials. 


The annual diphtheria immunization clinics were held on 
October 13, November 3 and November 24 and was under the 
supervision of the Health Department, School Department 
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and Nursing Association. 122 pre-school children and 47 
school children were immunized making a total of 169 this 
year. Since 1923, 2,210 children have had the diphtheria im- 
munization in the clinics and many others have been im- 
munized by their family physicians. 


A large supply of Wasserman tubes, culture tubes, vac- 
cines and serums is kept on hand at all times which are given 
to the physician on request. 


We think that this is the proper time to tell the towns- 
people the work that this department is doing for venereal 
diseases. A syphilitic clinic was established and has been car- 
ried on by this department for several years at the Barnstable 
County Sanatorium and with the equipment available there 
could be no better place for a thorough and effective treat- 
ment. The procedure is as follows: a suspect goes to a physi- 
cian for a Wasserman test, more commonly known as a blood 
test. This is sent to the state laboratory in Boston under a 
number and the result of the test is reported back to the phy- 
sician. The name of the suspect is not revealed until he fails 
to report for treatment and then it is reported by the physi- 
cian to the state department of public health, who in turn 
reports by name to the local Health Department for inquir- 
ies as to why he does not take the treatments. To divulge the 
name of a patient is punishable by a heavy fine. The patients 
are transported at a time which is most convenient for the 
majority of the patients, once a week to the Barnstable Coun- 
ty Sanatorium and one of our local physicians administers the 
treatment at the laboratory. If our investigator or physicians 
think there are other suspects or members of'a patient’s fam- 
ily that should be tested, they are interviewed and taken for 
tests. Nobody has ever been refused who has applied for 
either treatment or transportation. During 1942, forty-nine 
cases have been contacted, forty-five more have been blood 
tested. This disease cannot be transmitted while a patient 
is-under treatment and the best authorities claim that a per- 
son under treatment or a cured syphilitic patient is safer to 
have around than a person who has never been tested. 
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The State Department of Public Health has commended 
this department many times on the way our clinics are oper- 
ated and in the manner that the venereal diseases in Fal- 
mouth are being taken care of, and have said that we are do- 
ing more in this line for a town the size of ours than any 
other place in the state. We have co-operated in every way 
we have been asked by the state social worker. Dr. Harold 
Stevens, the southeastern Massachusetts Health Officer who 
has been in conference with the authorities at Camp Edwards, 
has made the statement that not one case of syphilis at the 
camp can be traced directly. to Falmouth. 


Every month the state department reports to us the num- 
ber of positive Wasserman tests from the town of Falmouth 
and even in view of the fact that recent legislation has made 
it compulsory for every pregnant woman and every person 
applying for a marriage license to have the test, there has 
been an increase of only four in the last year and none trace- 
able to the camp. If it appears that we have many cases un- 
der treatment, it must also be taken into consideration that 
we are doing all we can to get the suspects under treatment. 


We would like to take this opportunity to thank Dr. Julius 
Kelley for making the facilities of the Barnstable County 
Sanatorium available, and also the physicians for their co- 
operation and assistance.

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DUMPS REPORT 


There are three public dumps in the town of Falmouth, 
one on Gifford Street, one in North Falmouth and one in 
East Falmouth. 


Persons collecting rubbish MUST take it to the dump 
nearest to the points of collection and all swill MUST’ be 
taken to the Gifford Street dump as it is the only dump that 
has facilities for disposing of swill and garbage. 


The Gifford Street dump keeper reports that there were 
13,760 loads of refuse taken to that dump during 1942. 


Fourteen licenses were issued for the collection of gar- 
bage and swill for which a fee of $2.00 in charged. All collect- 
ors must have a license who charge a fee for this service. 


The Gifford Street and North Falmouth dumps are in a 
very satisfactory condition but the East Falmouth dump is 
not satisfactory due to its inadequacy. Other arrangements 
are being considered but at this time we can give no further 
report on it. 


We again recommend that a water service be installed 
at the Gifford Street dump for fire protection and sanitary 
purposes. When burning refuse daily there is a hazard to the 
surrounding territory. 


Following are the dump regulations: 
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Dump Regulations 


At a meeting of the Board of Health held on April 16th, 
1935 IT WAS VOTED to close the Dumps located at North 
Falmouth, East Falmouth, and West Falmouth, to the public, 
and to make the following regulations for the Public Dump 
situated at Gifford Street, Falmouth, Mass.: 


The Gifford Street Dump hours will be from 8:00 A. M. to 
6:00 P. M. daily. Sundays and Holiday 9:00 A. M. to 12:00 
noon. 


1. All garbage shall be brought to the dump in covered 
trucks or in covered containers. 

2. Garbage must not be mixed with rubbish of any kind 
or description. 

3. All paper in any form shall be brought to the dump 
free from cans and all other incombustible materials. 

4. Ashes shall not be mixed with other refuse of any sort. 

5. All refuse must be deposited where directed by the 
Dump Attendant. 

6. Nothing is to be removed from the Dump without per- 
mission of the Dump Attendant. 

7. Privy, vault, and cesspool contents, must not be placed 
in the Dump. 


8. No refuse will be allowed to be deposited in the Dump 
except during the Dump hours designated by the Board of 
Health, and during which time the Dump Attendant will be. 
present. 


A penalty of $20.00 will be imposed for each offense. 
The above regulations to take effect May 20th, 1935.

The Board of Public Welfare has expended $43,061.95 for 
General Relief during the year 1942, this amount is approxi- 
mately $20,000.00 less than was expended for the year 1940. 


The increased employment due to the work associated 
with the war effort, has resulted in a substantial reduction 
in the number of persons on the relief roll. 


At present only citizens are eligible to receive Old Age 
Assistance, this is the reason for many persons remaining 
on the General Relief Roll, after they reach the age of sixty- 
five.

- Due to the increase in the State allowance for recipients, 
which became effective on May 1, 1942, the net cost for old 
age assistance to the Town of Falmouth for the year 1942 ex- 
ceeded the net cost reported for the year 1941. Also effective 
on May 1, 1942 was the standard budget for assistance pre- 
pared by the State Department of Public Welfare for use by 
local Boards of Welfare and Bureaus of Old Age Assistance.

There has not been a great fluctuation in the case load 
for the past year.

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REPORT OF WATER COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


We respectfully submit the following report, covering the 
operations of the Town Water Works for the year 1942: 


The work of the past year has been confined mainly to 
general maintenance with comparatively little new construc- 
tion. A few small extensions have been made, which had 
either been planned in previous years or were considered ur- 
gent. Besides these improvements, a number of changes in our 
piping arrangements have been made for the Armed Forces. 
The number of new services is less than the previous year be- 
cause there are fewer new houses being built and the number 
of renewals, although fairly large, was less than in the previ- 
ous year. Improvements of the facilities in East Falmouth 
and Waquoit, which have been planned for some time, were 
necessarily set aside because of the impossibility of procuring 
materials because of the war situation. 


Early in May expansion of Army facilities in Falmouth 
brought a demand for a prompt supply of water, both for con- 
struction and for general use. Although our system was 
somewhat overloaded when the summer demand came on, it 
was felt that we ought to make every effort to supply this very 
essential war activity. We felt that, due to the war, there 
would be less demand by summer people anyway and that, if 
necessary, the development of wells in East Falmouth could 
be hastened to add to the present supply. 
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As our system was not capable of any further demands 
without considerable addition and improvement, they decided 
to construct an independent well field and pumping station, 
because this could be done in a shorter time than could the 
improvements be made in our system. The need was very 
urgent for furnishing water promptly and, of course, this 
meant getting all the necessary equipment as soon as pos- 
sible. There was a shortage of pipe in the country and as we 
had on hand about 2500 feet of 8” pipe lined up for the Oys- 
ter Pond Road extension, the Army put pressure on us to sell 
this pipe to them. In view of the prevailing conditions, and 
as there was considerable doubt if we could proceed with the 
Oyster Pond Road Loop because of Priority Rulings, it was 
decided to sell. Moreover, the pipe could have been seized by 
the government if we had refused. 


ORGANIZATION 


At the Annual Town Meeting in February, Mr. Charles F. 
Holden, who was serving under appointment to fill an unex- 
pired term, was unanimously elected for the three-year term 
ending 1945. The Board reorganized, continuing in office for 
his 27th year, Mr. E. E. C. Swift, Chairman, and Messrs. C. F. 
Holden, Secretary, and C. E. L. Gifford. The operating and 
maintenance staff has continued essentially the same as in 
previous years, with John C. Moore, Superintendent, George 
A. Griffin, Engineer and Registrar, and Miss Lois Robinson, 
Bookkeeper and Clerk, succeeding Mrs. Maurice S. Dodge, who 
resigned in July, with Mrs. Cordus Thornton, office assistant. 
Miss Roberta Jones, working’ under the supervision of the 
Town Treasurer, Mrs. Eunice M. Lawrence, divides her time 
between the work of the Town Treasurer’s office and that of 
this department, for which she acts as Collector of Water 
Revenue. 


AUXILIARY SUPPLY 

Studies for a possible standpipe location in East Falmouth 
were postponed due to the impossibility of getting materials. 
We did however start investigating a possible new source of 
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supply to be obtained from driven wells. A location was se- 
lected and explored by driving a few wells and making a test 
of the available flow. Due to objections by the owner of the 
land we did not secure the necessary two-thirds vote to take 
the site. 


No further action was taken until military demands in- 
creased. Rights of entry were obtained from land owners in 
two areas. The Army authorized its contractor to drive test 
wells in both of these areas. A number of wells were finally 
driven and connected up. 


This new supply has a cross-connection with our main 
which can be manually operated. It can thus be used by both 
the Town and the Army in case of emergency. We have in 
mind asking the Town at a later date to acquire this land so 
that we would be able to get at small cost, a supply capable 
of furnishing about 500 gallons a minute. Another proposi- 
tion being considered is to acquire the land on the other site 
which now has nine satisfactory wells driven on it. This site 
has possibilities of further development. 


MAINTENANCE 

Total water pumped in 1942 was 326,200,500 gallons, a de- 
crease of 8,828,000 gallons from 1942. The apparent reasons for 
this have been pointed out elsewhere in this report. During the 
year all hydrants were inspected and operated at least once 
to see that they were in proper working order. During the 
summer they were all painted and repaired where needed. 
Two were broken off by automobiles, and two had minor dam- 
age from being hit by cars. 


All main gates were inspected and operated. There were 
relatively few failures of the mains, and none of these re- 
quired shutting off the water for more than two hours. One 
of the breaks was in the 6” line on the road leading to Pen- 
zance near the Gate. As there is a double line of pipe at this 
point, no inconvenience was caused to the takers. There was a 
joint leak on the 6” line in Waquoit and on a hydrant at the 
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Moors. The line crossing the river at West Falmouth Harbor 
showed evidence of possible failure. This line has caused con- 
siderable trouble in the past, so it was decided to lay an emer- 
gency line over the bridge, with the necessary gates. Work on 
this was completed late in the year, and we now feel more Se- 
cure against a possible break in the river crossing line which 
would deprive the section leading to the Cliffs of water. 


All standpipes were taken off the line during the spring 
and thoroughly cleaned.

PIPE CLEANING 


In the early spring 34,786 feet of mains in West Falmouth 
and from Quissett Four Corners via the Oyster Pond Road and 
Nobska Road to Nobska was cleaned and in June the main 
from the junction of the 12” and 8” near Perry’s Market in 
Teaticket to the end of the 6” line on Seapit Road, a length 
of 29,849 feet, was cleaned. 


PUMPING STATION 


Protective measures as advised by the Federal and State 
officials have been taken to guard against injury to our pump- 
ing station and appurtenances. This consists of adequate 
fencing and armed guards who maintain a 24-hour patrol. 
The usual boat patrol was also maintained during the sum- 
mer months. 
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As noted in the report of the Chief Engineer, there was 
a considerable reduction in the amount of water pumped as 
compared to 1941 even though we furnished large quantities 
to the various units of the Armed Forces, and we were also 
obliged to pump larger quantities than usual to prevent freez- 
ing in the cold weather at the end of the year. 


LONG POND WATERSHED 


No further action has taken place in regard to acquiring 
the parcel of land off Gifford Street owned by Sidney W. Law- 
rence. At a special Town Meeting in May, articles were dis- 
cussed which had for their purpose an exchange of land be- 
tween Mr. Lawrence and the Trustees of Public Reservations 
who control Good Will Park. The intention was to have the 
Town acquire about 20 acres of Park land and exchange with 
Mr. Lawrence for the Watershed parcel. 


WATER TREATMENT 


Treatment of the raw water from Long Pond has con- 
tinued as before, by the addition of small amounts of milk of 
lime to prevent corrosion of the iron mains, and by the so- 
called chloramine process which sterilizes and also is helpful 
in prevention of tuberculation. No change has been made in 
the quantities of lime and chloramine added and the results 
attained are satisfactory. 


AUXILIARY WATER CREW 


An auxiliary water crew has been organized to augment 
our regular force in case of emergencies. These men have 
been instructed in the work of repairs and in the location of 
the main gates and hydrants which might have to be oper- 
ated in air raids. They report at our shop during practice 
drills and accompany our regular force when sent out on 
“incidents”. 
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FINANCES 


The total income for 1942 was slightly less than in 1941, 
The revenue from sale of water was materially less, but the 
sale of material and services to the Army and Navy, amount- 
ing to $4,809.98 made up for some of the decrease over 1941. 
Water rates received from various military and naval posts 
amounted to $3,144.68. This revenue helped to make up for 
the lower amounts received from the summer takers. 


Receipts for Service Connections show a marked drop 
because of the smaller number of new house connections, 
there having been only 19 as against 64 in 1941. The receipts 
for this item are only for the cost of materials used, the labor 
being furnished by the Department. 


Our bond obligations have decreased and after 1944 the 
Department will be free of debt. Many additions and im- 
provements are needed which cannot be carried out due to 
the war restrictions. The surplus on hand will take care of 
most of these when the times comes, without the need of 
further bond issues, which have generally been the method 
of providing funds for the additions and improvements neces- 
sitated by the growth of the system and by renewals of ob- 
solete and worn out parts of the system which has now been 
in operation for 44 years. 


We feel that the Department is in good financial condi- 
tion in spite of a fairly large list of overdue accounts. We 
wished to pass on to the takers the bene‘its of this as far as 
warranted and at the same time offer an inducement to those 
in arrears to bring their accounts up to date. A discount of 
10% for all 1943 accounts paid within 60 days was, therefore. 
voted, this being made applicable to accounts not having pre- 
vious balances. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS 


A loop line from the Ovington property along Route 28 
connecting to our line at Seapit across Childs River would help 
a good deal by cutting down the friction loss through about 
7,500 feet of 6” pipe that follows up around the Fresh Pond 
Road and Old County Road back to Route 28, then runs back 
toward town some 2000 feet to the Seapit Road. 


If material is available we recommend the building of 
such a loop line both to improve service to the military and 
to the Village of Waquoit. We also recommend increasing the 
capacity of the line from Teaticket to Waquoit by laying ad- 
ditional pipes when materials are available. 


Our comment in the 1941 report still holds good: “In view 
of the difficulty of procuring. materials because of the war 
demand, it seems very doubtful if any extensions of the mains 
or major improvements in the water plant will be made this 
year. If some new unforeseen turn of events should bring the 
war to a sudden close, we would then proceed with our pro- 
gram. Provision for this is made in our budget.” : 


Following the financial statements is the report of the 
Chief Engineer of the Pumping Station, a table of water 
pumped and a comparative financial table.

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REPORT OF CHIEF ENGINEER 


January 8, 1943. 
To the Board of Water Commissioners: 


Gentlemen: 
I herewith submit my report for the year 1942. 


A decrease in the amount of water pumped during the 
past year will be noted. This was probably due to the lighter 
summer load, as only for a period of about ten days was it 
necessary to run the plant twenty-four hours. 


The water level in Long Pond is about the same as a year 
ago, and is quite low. 


Engine Room 
; The Worthington Pump has been in operation every day 
the past year, and has required only minor repairs. An aver- 
age of 365.8 gallons of water per pound of coal has been ob- 
tained for the year. 


The Sterling gas engines have been run frequently to keep 
the batteries charged, and to insure them to be ready if need- 
ed. New batteries have been installed on one of these units. 


All recording instruments on the standpipes are working 
well at this time. 


Boiler Room 
Both boilers and their appliances are in good condition. 


The furnace brickwork will need a little repairing this year; 
material is on hand for this work now. 


The Ammonia and chlorine machines are in operation at 
all times when pumping, with an average of 0.2 parts per 
million. 
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Living Rooms 


No repairs of any kind have been made to this part of the 
plant this year.

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Librarian’s Report 


The Victory Book Campaign was launched the first of 
the year, under the auspices of the American Library Asso- 
ciation, and our library was chosen as the deposit station for 
the other Cape libraries and those of the Islands. The pur- 
pose of this campaign was to collect books for the men in 
service. Over five thousand books were received here and 
each one was checked before being sent to Army camps, Navy 
bases and U.S.O. Clubs. 


The Summer Reading Club was greeted with much en- 
thusiasm by the young people. As the books were read the 
readers progressed through the Army ranks. Twenty books 
entitled them to the rank of general. At the end of the sum- 
mer a party was held and Lt. Col. John C. Eckels of the 
Station Hospital, Camp Edwards, spoke and also presented 
badges to the generals as well as certificates to all. Private 
Baker showed them his field pack and explained the use of 
all his equipment even to setting up his pup tent on the lawn 
in back of the library. Refreshments were served and the 
club members felt that it was a fitting climax to their Read- 
ing Club. 


Through the year the Library has kept in touch with the 
public through the help of the local newspapers. I would 
like to thank The Enterprise at this time for the space they 
have allowed each week for the Library Notes. 


Book Week was celebrated as usual in November and the 


school children made posters which were on exhibit at this 
time. New books were also on display, both for the children 
and adults. Book Week seemed to be a fitting time to start 
cur new venture and this time it is a book group to take the 
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place of the former one that was sponsored by the Outlook 
Club for the last two years. It is called the Adventure in 
Reading Club. Meetings are held the first and third Thurs- 
day in every month, except July and August. Book reports 
are given followed by an informal discussion. 


Miss Louise Brown who served the library competently 
as part time assistant from January to September has given 
up her work to go away to school and her position has been 
filled by Miss Bertha L. Jenkins. Mrs. Dora K. Harris has 
been in charge of the East Falmouth Branch which has been 
open mornings this year in order to co-operate with the 
school. 


In closing, I wish to thank the trustees for their confi- 
dence and encouragement, and the members of the library 
staff for their cheerful and helpful assistance at all times.

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REPORT OF WEST FALMOUTH LIBRARY 


January 20, 1943. 


Te the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Falmouth, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


The West Falmouth Library has been open eight hours 
each week during the year, but is now closed down to four 
hours to conserve fuel oil. During that time sixty-six new 
users have been registered, forty-four of them new summer 
people. More than a hundred from the summer population 
used our books. They have greatly appreciated what we had 
to offer, and unfailingly say so. They have often given their 
deposit money at the end of the season, and some have given 
books, even the children bringing in some favorite. The army 
families have come to, and gone from, our village during 1942, 
and some of them have used the library’s resources. The 
circulation has been 3655 books and magazines; the greatest 
number loaned out on any day was 127 on August 11th.. The 
dim-out and transportation difficulties have contributed 
somewhat to the slight decrease in circulation from last year, 
—as well as the fact that time for home reading has been 
given over to new duties. 


One hundred and twenty-four books have been added 
to the shelves, a goodly number of them being juveniles. Sev- 
enty-six books were purchased at an average cost of eighty- 
six cents per volume. The number of gift volumes, fifty, is 
substantially fewer than usual, because the Victory Book 
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Campaign has claimed, and rightly, such gifts. Several books 
have been given by the Self Starters Club of West Falmouth 
and other friends of the library, resident here most of the 
year. 


Our library has cooperated with others in the collection 
of books for men in service, under the management of the 
Victory Book Campaign and have sent 260 volumes to the 
depository in Falmouth Library. 


Book week in November was the occasion of the purchase 
and display of new juvenile and youth books, and invitations 
were sent out to the West Falmouth children to come and 
enjoy them. 


One of the great gains of the year is a new fluorescent 
lamp for the center reading table. A wall plaque repre- 
senting the Winged Victory has been presented by a friend, 
and was hung in the children’s room. 


The auditorium of the library building has been used for 


a First-Aid class, and for a Red Cross group making surgical 
dressings, as well as for the usual type of meetings.

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REPORT OF CLAIMS AND SUITS 


Board of Selectmen, 
Falmouth, Massachusetts. 


Dear Sirs:— 


I respectfully submit the following report of claims and 
suits brought against Town of Falmouth during the calendar 
year 1942, of those suits previously brought which remain 
pending, and also of the cases disposed of during the year 
1942. 


A. CASES DISPOSED OF IN 1942:— 


1. Grace M. Taylor vs. Board of Assessors of Falmouth 
(Appellate Tax Board—No. X-39146) 


This tax appeal case was brought for the purposes of re- 
ducing the 1941 assessed valuation of petitioner’s summer es- 
tate at Megansett in North Falmouth. In view of the fact 
that there had been a decision on a previous assessment of 
the same property an adjustment was made in accordance 
with the finding of such previous decision and this tax appeal 
was withdrawn on September 22, 1942. 


2. Falmouth Institute vs. Board of Assessors of Falmouth 
(Appellate Tax Board—No. 17149, No. 18659) 


These are two petitions by which the Falmouth Institute, 
as property owner, sought to have reduced the assessed valu- 
ations of its property located Westerly from the railroad sta- 
tion and railroad in Falmouth. In view of the fact that a sat- 
isfactory adjustment was made of these cases both of these 
cases were withdrawn on March 18, 1942. 
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3. James H. Means vs. Board of Assessors of Falmouth. 
(Appellate Tax Board—No. X-39084) 


Petitioner sought a reduction of the 1941 assessed valu- 
ation on his summer property on Beach Road at Woods Hole. 
This petition was satisfactorily adjusted and a withdrawal 
filed on October 2, 1942. 


4. Mabelle M. Triggs vs. Board of Assesors of Falmouth. 
(Appellate Tax Board—No. X-40390) 


Petitioner sought a reduction in the assessed valuation of 
her summer property at Silver Beach, North Falmouth, based 
in part upon the ground that the property had been damaged 
in the 1938 hurricane. The petition was adjusted on terms 
satisfactory to both parties and on November 18th the peti- 
tion was disposed of by a withdrawal filed by the petitioner. 


5. Coonamessett Ranch Co. vs. County of Barnstable 
(Barnstable Superior Court—No. 3548) 


This was a petition for assessment of land damages 
against the County of Barnstable for the taking involved in 
the relocation of the North Falmouth to Hatchville Road. The 
County of Barnstable decreed that these land damages should 
be paid by the Town of Falmouth. The case was disposed of 
in August 1942 by payment of the sum of $750. to the peti- 
tioner in full settlement. This sum had been appropriated at 
the Special Town Meeting held on May 11, 1942 for settlement 
of this particular case. 


B. PENDING CASES: 


1. City of Beston vs. Town of Falmouth 
(Suffolk Superior Court—No. 346854, No. 377871) 


These cases are based on a controversy with reference to 
claims for welfare aid, old age assistance, and soldiers’ relief 
in which the City of Boston claims that the Town of Fal- 
mouth is indebted to it. In both of these actions counter- 
claims were filed on behalf of the Town of Falmouth. There 
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will be no trials of these cases as a determination of the 
amounts fairly owed by Falmouth to Boston and by Bos- 
ton to Falmouth have been practically arrived at. No doubt 
these cases will be settled by agreement in the near future. 


2. Megansett Shores Corporation vs. County of Barnstable 
(Barnstable Superior Court—No. 3409) 


This is a petition for assessment of land damages caused 
by the layout made by the County of Barnstable of the North 
Falmouth to Hatchville Road. It is still pending on the jury 
trial list at Barnstable. 


3. Wheeler Associates vs. County of Barnstable 
(Barnstable Superior Court—No. 3897) 


4. Charles L. Swift vs. County of Barnstable 
(Barnstable Superior Court—No. 898) 


These are both petitions for assessment of land damages 
for takings made by the County of Barnstable in the layout 
of the road from Hatchville to Mashpee, the Town of Fal- 
mouth having been ordered to pay the damages and costs. 
Both of these cases are pending on the jury trial list at Barn- 
stable. 


5. Anthony T. Garner vs. County of Barnstable 
(Barnstable Superior Court) 


This is a petition for assessment of land damages brought 
by the owner for land taken in the alteration and relocation 
of Sandwich Road. It is another case of which the County of 
Barnstable has ordered the Town of Falmouth to pay the land 
damages and costs. This case is pending on the jury trial list 
at Barnstable. 


6. Elizabeth McGarrah, Executrix, vs. Board of Assessors of 
Falmouth (Appellate Tax Board—No. 18700, No. 18701) 


These are companion cases involving the extensive sum- 
mer property located on Penzance, Woods Hole. In one peti- 
tion the petitioner seeks to have the 1941 assessed valuation 
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of the real estate radically reduced. In another petition peti- 
tioner seeks to have the 1941 assessed valuation of the per- 
sonal property reduced. This real estate case was tried at 
Boston before the Appellate Tax Board on December 14th and 
December 21st, 1942. The Commissioner who heard these 
cases is at some later date to take a view of the property at 
Woods Hole. No decision will be rendered until after the view 
has been taken. 


The January 1, 1941 assessment of this property was 
$102,255. The fair cash value of this property as testified to 
by the various experts of the Town was $102,255., $88,774., 
$83,650. and, as testified to by the experts for the petitioner, 
$38,950. 


4. Straw et al, Trustees, vs. Board of Assessors of Falmouth 
(Appellate Tax Board—No. 40310, No. 40311, No. 40312, 
No. 40313) 


This also is a petition looking for a radical reduction of 
the assesed valuation on the property located on Beach Road 
and Mill Road in Falmouth, formerly the property of Richard 
Olney. This case was tried at Boston before the Appellate Tax 
Board and on December 9th and December 11th, 1942. In this 
case the Commissioner at some later date is to take a view 
and no decision will be rendered, of course, until after the 
view has been taken. 


This property was assessed on January 1, 1942 at $32,225. 
The testimony of the experts for the Town was that the fair 
cash value was $32,225., $39,000, $28,500. and, as testified to 
by the expert for the petitioner, $15,000. 


8. Edward F. Creekmore et al vs. Board of Assessors of 
Falmouth (Appellate Tax Board—No. 18695) 


This is another case in which a summer resident is seeK- 
ing a substantial reduction in the assessed valuation of his 
property located on Chappaquoit Island, West Falmouth. This 
case was heard on January 11, 1943 before the Appellate Tax 
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Board at Boston. This is also a case in which the Commis- 
sioners of the Appellate Tax Board will take a view of the 
property in Falmouth. 


The assessed valuation of this property as of January 1, 
1941 was $23,000. which had been abated by the Assessors to a 
valuation of $20,000. The testimony of the experts on behalf 
of the Town was that the fair cash value was $20,000., $26,000., 
$22.000. The expert for the petitioner testified to a fair cash 
value as corrected of $12,000. 


9. Robert Corcoran vs. Board of Assessors of Falmouth 
(Appellate Tax Board—No. 18696) 


This was a petition for reduction of the assessed valua- 
tion of the petitioner’s property located on the Westerly side 
of Walker Street and on Sider’s Pond at Falmouth (the for- 
mer H. H. Smythe property). This petition has been with- 
drawn by the petitioner. 


10. Annie R. Whittemore vs. Building Inspector of Falmouth 
(Massachusetts Supreme Judicial Court—No. 9750) 


This case was brought on January 30, 1941 in the Barn- 
stable Superior Court seeking a writ of mandamus against the 
Building Inspector of Falmouth to compel him to enforce the 
Zoning By-Law as it existed before the amendment voted in 
1938 by the Town Meeting members of Falmouth. The 1938 
amendment of the Zoning By-Law referred to changed the 
Samuel T. Cahoon property located between Sippewissett 
Road and Miles Pond from a Single Residence District to a 
Light Industrial District. This is the strip of land on which 
is located the icehouse of Samuel T. Cahoon now used by him 
for the purpose of freezing artificial ice. 


In 1941 this case was referred by Judge Collins of the 
Superior Court, while sitting at Barnstable, to Judge William 
G. Rowe of Brockton as an Auditor to hear the case and re- 
port his findings of fact thereon. The hearings before Judge 
Rowe were held at Falmouth and at Boston and arguments 
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were had before him at Brockton terminating this phase of 
the litigation on Jan. 8, 1942. Thereafter the Auditor submit- 
ted his draft report on which another hearing was held before 
him at Brockton. Auditor Rowe then submitted his final re- 
port which was filed in the Clerk’s Office of the Superior 
Court at Barnstable. In his final report Auditor Rowe, after 
reciting the history of the controversy and many of the facts 
having to do with the same, made a finding that in adopting 
the amendment changing this parcel of land from a Single 
Residence District to a Light Industrial District the Town of 
Falmouth acted reasonably and complied with the statutory 
requirements as to zoning amendments. 


In April 1942 the case came on to be heard at Barnstable 
before Judge Nelson P. Brown of the Superior Court. The 
Auditor’s report was introduced in evidence and many ex- 
hibits and additional testimony were also presented on behalf 
of the Town of Falmouth. The case was then argued by coun- 
sel and briefs and requests for rulings filed. Judge Nelson P. 
Brown reversed the finding of the Auditor and entered an 
order that a writ of mandamus should issue. Thereupon 
counsel for the Town filed exceptions to his rulings. Later a 
Bill of Exceptions was filed and allowed by Judge Brown 
which carried this case and the controversy involved once 
again to the Full Bench of the Massachusetts Supreme Court 
for its decision. Briefs were prepared and filed by both sides 
and on January 5, 1943 this case was argued once again be- 
fore the Full Bench of the Supreme Court, this being the third 
time that this controversy has been up for consideration be- 
fore the Full Bench of the Massachusetts Supreme Court. 


It might be added that the issue now before the Full 
Bench of the Massachusetts Supreme Court is whether the 
Town of Falmouth had the legal right under the circum- 
stances to pass the 1938 amendment changing this fragmen- 
tary strip of land owned by Samuel T. Cahoon from a Single 
Residence District to a Light Industrial District. This issue 
was not decided in either of the other two cases which were 
heard before the Full Bench of the Massachusetts Supreme 
Court. 
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In view of the fact that there were only 24 cases alto- 
gether on the January 1943 list for consideration by the Full 
Bench of the Supreme Court it is expected that there will be 
an early decision on this case. 


C. TAX TITLES: 


The three petitions for tax title foreclosure brought in 
the Land Court in 1941 were all disposed of in 1942. 


In December 1942 there were seven new petitions for tax 
title foreclosures filed in the Land Court and these of course 
are now pending.

Above three cases pending before the Appellate Tax

(7) Wheeler Associates vs. County of Barnstable; 
(8) Charles L. Swift vs. County of Barnstable; and 


(9) Anthony T. Garner vs. County of Barnstable. 


In addition there are nine petitions for assessment of 
damages brought against the County of Barnstable by prop- 
erty owners on Sandwich Road, all of which cases were 
brought for the purpose of keeping the rights of the peti- 
tioners alive beyond the year-period until an adjustment 
could be made and not for the purpose of trial. Most of these 
latter it is to be expected will be taken care of by adjustment 
in the February 1943 Town Meeting. 


It is anticipated that an additional group of cases will be 
brought in 1943 by certain property owners, mostly summer 
residents who are dissatisfied with the assessed valuation on 
their property.

Standing Votes of the Town of Falmouth 


The following have been adopted as standing votes of the 
Town of Falmouth. 


ARTICLE I. Town Meetings. 


Section 1. Long or complicated motions, and any 
other motions which he shall so request, shall be presented 
to the moderator in writing. 


Section 2. No vote involving the expenditure of any sum 
of money shall be reconsidered at the same meeting at which 
it is passed, unless public notice of the intention to move such 
reconsideration be given within thirty minutes of the passage 
of such vote. The town clerk shall note in writing the pas- 
sage of such vote and also the time when the notice of re- 
consideration is given. 


ARTICLE II. Annual Town Report 
Section 1. The annual town report shall contain: 


(a) The reports of all town boards, officers and commit- 
tees having the control or expenditure of the town’s money, 
including a list of all indebtedness against their departments, 
which does not appear in their financial statement. 


(o) A report of all town meetings held during the year, 
including the articles of the warrant and the action of the 
meeting thereon. 


(c) Reports or abstracts of reports, of all special com- 
mittees made at any meetings held during the year, together 
with any action taken at said meetings, including committee 
appointments and resolutions passed. 
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(d) All by-laws, rules, regulations and standing votes in 
force covering town meetings or relating to the town busi- 
ness. 


ARTICLE III. Selectmen. 


Section 1. The selectmen shall have a general oversight 
of all town affairs, whether conducted by special boards or 
not; and have the right to make any suggestions for the bet- 
ter conduct of the department, board or committee, and if 
such recommendations are not heeded, they shall make a re- 
cord of the same in the annual town report, that the town 
may take such action as seems best. 


Section 2. The Selectmen shall appoint suitable persons 
to the offices of surveyors of wood, surveyors of lumber, fire 
wards, public weighers, fence viewers and field drivers. 


Section 3. It shall be the duty of the selectmen 
to purchase for the several boards or committees, except 
water commissioners, all coal. The various boards and com- 
mittees shall, on or before July 1 in each year (or earlier if re- 
quired by the selectmen) send in writing to the board of 
selectmen the estimated amount of coal required for the use 
of their respective departments or committees for one year. 
The selectmen shall, prior to the 15th of July in each year, 
acvertise for bids to furnish the required amount of coal, and 
shall award the contracts to the lowest responsible bidder. The 
contractor for coal shall give bonds in an amount satisfactory 
to the selectmen (said bonds to be not less than one quarter 
of the total contract) for the faithful performance of his con- 
tract. 


Section 4. The selectmen shall include in their annual 
report to the town: 


(a) A general statement of the town’s affairs during the 
past year and recommendations of the selectmen for future 
requirements. 
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(bo) A report of all claims which are outstanding and all 
suits to which the town is a party, together with a full ex- 
planation of the circumstances and the standing of each case 
at the time of the report. 


(c) A report of all streets laid out or constructed during 
the year, the length and width, cost of construction and 
amount of land damages in each instance. 


(d) A list of betterments assessed during the year. 


ARTICLE IV. Water Commissioners 


Section 1. The water commissioners are authorized 
and directed to make minor extensions of water mains when, 
in their judgment, such action would be for the interest of 
the town, the cost of such extensions to be paid from the 
funds in their hands, provided that not more than four thous- 
and dollars ($4,000) be expended on such extension in any one 
year. 


ARTICLE V. Highway Surveyor. 


Section 1. The highway surveyor shall have authority to 
award contracts for building new roads. 


ARTICLE VI. Transportation. 


Section 1. No elected officer of the town of Falmouth 
shall receive any compensation for transportation within the 
limits of the town. 


Section 2. When any officer or member of any board, paid 
or unpaid, is called upon to go to any point outside the town 
of Falmouth on official business connected with the duties of 
his office, he shall be entitled to receive pay on the following 
basis: If he travels by rail or by water, he shall be allowed the 
amount of his fare; if he travels by motor vehicle, he shall be 
allowed at the rate of five (5) cents per mile of travel. 
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Section 3. Where it is necessary to transport by automo- 
bile or truck any laborers employed by any department of 
the Town, (a) the expense incurred shall be charged in as 
“transportation of labor”; (b) all charges for transportation 
of labor shall be made on the basis of so much per hour or 
per day for the actual time consumed by the conveyance in 
transporting the labor; (c) all expenses for transportation of 
labor shall be charged against the appropriation for that par- 
ticular work on which the transported laborers. are employed. 


Section 4. Any automobile or truck employed by the town 
and carrying one or more laborers whose work is connected 
directly with the operation of the truck, or any apparatus or 
materials carried by the truck, shall be charged under “truck- 
ing” at so much per hour or day, and shall not be entitled to 
any additional charges for transportation of labor. 


ARTICLE VII. General 


Section 1. At any town meeting when special com- 
mittees are appointed or elected a vote shall be passed nam- 
ing the compensation of the committee and also a sum of 
money for expenses of such committee, otherwise the select- 
men shall not draw orders on the treasurer for either services 
or expenses. 


Section 2. All departments are authorized and empow- 
ered to consult counsel at any time in connection with their 
duties. 


Section 3. Funds belonging to the town in the hands of 
the tax collector shall only be withdrawn from the bank on 
orders countersigned by at least two of the selectmen. 


ection 4. Any persons indebted to the town for poll 
vas or otherwise shall have such debt deducted before pay- 
ment by the treasurer from any sum due him from the town 
for work on roads or for any other service performed. 
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Section 5. On all town work, for the performance of 
which competitive bids are received, the award of the con- 
tract shall be to the lowest responsible bidder; preference 
always going to citizens, when other conditions of the situ- 
ation are equal. 


Section 6. All bids for advertised contracts of the town 
shall be returnable at the selectmen’s office at a given time 
and shall be publicly opened and read by one of the select- 
men at that time. 
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By-Laws of the Town of Falmouth 


The following constitute the by-laws of the Town of Fal- 
mouth, duly approved, (except the Zoning By-Law which is 
printed in a separate booklet.) 


FINANCE COMMITTEE 


Section 1. There shall be a finance committee, consisting 
of fifteen voters of the town, of whom five shall be elected for 
the term of one year, five for the term of two years, and five 
for the term of three years, and thereafter five be elected an- 
nually. They shall serve without compensation. The moder- 
ator shall at each meeting appoint a committee of three to 
retire and nominate the requisite number of voters, who shall 
if elected by the meeting, become members. of the finance 
committee. 


Sect. 2. The finance committee shall choose one of their 
number as chairman, and likewise choose a clerk. Said com- 
mitee may consider such questions with reference to the 
conduct of. the town affairs as they may deem advisable, and 
may consult with any and all officers, boards, and committees 
of the town with reference to matters under their supervi- 
sion; they shall consider the various articles in the warrant 
for any annual or special meeting, called during their tenure 
of office, and shall make a report of their doings and recom- 
mendations .to the town. 
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Sect. 3. The finance committee may hold hearings if in 
their judgment it be expedient, but shall expend no money 
unless authorized by vote of the town. 


Sect. 4. Vacancies in said committee shall be filled in the 
same manner as in case of other committees or boards of the 
town. 


(Originally approved by the Attorney General, April 8, 
1911.) (Approved as amended by the Attorney General, March 
10, 1916). 


TRAFFIC BY-LAWS. 


Sect. 2. No persons having charge of a vehicle in a pub- 
lic street shall refuse or neglect to stop the same or place the 
same as directed by a police officer, special officer, or traffic 
officer. 


Sect. 3. That for the violation of the foregoing regulations 
there shall be a fine not exceeding $20.00 for each offense. 


(Approved by the Attorney General April 9, 1925). 


Sect. 4. No vehicle shall stop or stand within the inter- 
section of any street, nor within ten feet of a corner or post 
hydrant or within twenty feet of the entrance of any fire 
station. 


Sec. 5. Upon approach of fire apparatus, the driver of a 
vehicle of any description shall immediately drive his vehicle 
as far as possible to his right hand side of the street and keep 
said vehicle stationary until such apparatus shall have passed 
a distance of three hundred feet beyond. 


Sect. 6. No vehicle shall approach closer than three hun- 
dred feet of a piece of fire apparatus if traveling in the same 
direction. 
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Sect. 7. No driver of any vehicle shall park, drive or leave 
a vehicle unattended within three hundred feet of a fire; or 
fire lines, if established by the fire or police departments. 


Sect. 8. In case of fire, the fire department, their officers 
and members with their machines and equipment shall have 
the right of way in all public streets and ways of the town as 
against all other persons, and no person shall hinder or ob- 
struct them in free passage therein, nor drive over any hose 
lines belonging to the department with any vehicle of any de- 
Scription, or remove, injure or in any manner disturb the 
members thereof, their machines, hose or equipment when 
stationed or laid at a fire, except under the sole direction of 
the officer in command of the Fire Department. 


Sect. 9. Any persons violating any of the provisions of 
these by-laws or regulations shall be punished by a fine of 
not more than twenty dollars. 


Sect. 10. It shall be the duty of the Chief of Police to be 
present at all fires, or in his absence some officer or officers 
of the Police Department, for such duty to enforce the above 
regulations. 


(Approved by the Attorney General Sept. 17, 1928). 


PLANNING BOARD BY-LAWS AND REGULATIONS 


Sect. 1. A board of twelve members is hereby created and 
established to be known as the Planning Board. Four members 
of the board shall be elected at the annual town meeting in 
each year to serve for the term of three years. 


Sect. 2. Vacancies occurring in the board shall be filled 
until the next annual meeting by appointment by the board of 
Selectmen, and at the annual meeting the vacancy shall be 
filled by election for the unexpired term. 
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Sect. 3. The duties of such board shall be such as are 
stated in Chapter forty-one, Sections seventy to seventy-two, 
of the General Laws of the Commonwealth, and further to 
- consider and advise upon municipal improvements either at 
the request of other officials of the town or upon its own ini- 
tiative. The board shall meet at regular intervals. It may 
also hold public meetings. It shall at all times have access 
to all public documents or information in the possession of 
any town official or department. It shall examine the plans 
for the exterior of any public building, monument or similar 
feature, and for the development and treatment of the 
grounds about the same before the adoption thereof, and may 
make such recommendations thereon as it may deem need- 
ful. It may make investigations and studies relative to new 
street and park developments. It may provide for public lec- 
tures and other educational work in connection with its re- 
commendations. Said board may incur expenses necessary to 
the carrying on of its work within the amount of its annual 
appropriations. 


Sect 4. All plans for laying out, extending, discontinu- 
ing or changing the limits of any street, public park or square, 
and every purchase of land for the site of any public building, 
and all plans for the location, erection or alteration of public 
buildings, shall be submitted to said board for its opinion at 
least two weeks in advance of action by the board of select- 
men. 


Sect. 5. Such boards shall make a report to the town an- 
nually, giving information regarding the conditions of the 
town and any plans or proposals for the development of the 
town and estimates of the cost thereof. Such report shall be 
sent to the selectmen not later than such time in January in 
each year as selectmen may prescribe or as may be prescribed 
by law in force relative to reports, and a copy thereof shall be 
filed with the Massachusetts department of public welfare. 

(Approved by Attorney General, April 9th, 1925). 
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BY-LAW AS TO GUARANTEE OF WATER MAIN 
EXTENSIONS 


All future extensions of the water mains, except such as 
in the opinion of the Water Commissioners are necessary to 
improve the system shall be under a guarantee of not less 
than nine percent annual income unless the town shall decide 
otherwise by a two-thirds vote at an annual meeting. 


(Approved by Attorney General, April 9th, 1925). 
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FIRE PREVENTION BY-LAWS IN BUILDINGS 


Section 1. Chimneys. 


Par. 1. All chimneys hereafter built in any building, used 
for habitation, business, or for public assembly, shall be built 
of brick or other incombustible material, constructed from the 
ground up and not supported or hung in any way by wood or 
other combustible material. 


Par. 2. All chimney shall have a terra-cotta flue lining, 
unless the chimney walls are 8 inches or more in thickness 
and shall be carried up to at least 1 ft. above the highest point 
of the roof. 


Par. 3. No smoke pipe or metal flue shall pass through 
any wooden partition without a safety thimble of fire-proof 
material, the thickness of the partition. 


Section 2. Fire Stops. 


Par. 1. All buildings used for habitation, business or for 
public assembly hereafter erected, shall have fire stops in the 
material composed of some incombustible material, set with 
mortar in the following manner: 


(a) IN BRICK OR STONE BUILDINGS: the space be- 
tween the furring on the walls and between the studding of 
all partitions shall be filled solid and flush to a height of 1 
inch above the floor partition in each story. The space be- 
tween such partitions of all floor joists as rest on partition 
heads shall also be filled to the same width as the studding 
above. 


(b) IN WOODEN BUILDINGS: the spaces between the 
studs of bearing partitions in the 1st story, between the studs 
of each exterior wall in the 1st story as carry the end of floor 
joists, shall severally be stopped by solid filling up to at least 
the level of the finished floor; also all the spaces between the 
floor joists directly above a bearing partition in whatever 
story constructed, shall be severally filled with such solid fill- 
ing, in all cases, so as to effectively check any draft from one 
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story, to another or from the horizontal spaces between the 
floor joists to the vertical spaces in the walls and partitions. 


(c) IN ALL BUILDINGS: the spaces between the strings 
of stairs and joists of landings, unless unceiled, shall be fire 
stopped to prevent the passage of air. 


(d) THE SPACES AROUND CHIMNEYS OR OTHER 
FLUES: and other flues inside of studdings or furring, making 
an air duct, are to be thoroughly fire stopped with suitable 
incombustible material. 


Par. 2. This shall not apply to temporary buildings or 
other small buildings, not used for habitation, or which may 
be maintained during the course of the erection of a perman- 
ent structure. 


Section 6. Notification of Intent to Build, etc. 


Par. 1. Before the erection of any structure; or for any 
alteration or reconstruction, except ordinary repairs; the 
owner or builder shall notify the Building Inspector of the 
intent to build, reconstruct or alter. 


Par. 2. This shall not apply to small wooden buildings 
not to be used for the purpose of habitation, business or pub- 
lic assembly and not more than 10 ft. in length or breadth 
and 7 ft. in height. . 


Section 7. Penalty. 


Par. 1. Whoever performs or causes to be performed any 
work or construction in violation of this By-Law or any part 
thereof shall be punished by a fine of not more than $25 for 
each violation. 


Section 8. Authority of the Building Inspector. 


Par. 1. The Building Inspector, in the name of the town, 
may take such measures as the public safety requires, to car- 
ry this By-Law into effect.

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BY-LAWS AS TO TOWN MEETINGS AND CONDUCT OF 
TOWN MEETINGS 


BY-LAW AS TO NOTICES OF TOWN MEETINGS 

Notice of every Town Meeting shall be given by posting 
a copy of the warrant therefor in every postoffice in the 
Town, at least seven days before the time appointed for such 
meeting. Such further notice of any Town Meetings may be 
given as the Selectmen deem proper. 

(Approved by the Attorney General, November 3, 1939.) 


ARTICLE 1. Town Meetings. 


Sect. 1. The annual town meeting shall be held on the 
first or second Tuesday after the first Wednesday in February. 


Sect. 2. The selectmen shall cause to be published in the 
local newspaper at least seven days before any special town 
meetings the recommendations and estimates of all commit- 
tees (except the finance committee) relating to the expendi- 
ture of money, upon which action is to be taken. 


Sect. 3. The articles shall be considered in the order in 
which they appear in the warrant. Articles calling for appro- 
priations shall be grouped together in the warrant and those 
articles referred from previous town meetings shall take an 
early place in the warrant. 


Section 4. 


(a) The main body of the house shall be reserved for reg- 
istered voters, all others to use the gallery or seats on the 
platform. 


(bo) If any one voter rises in his place and questions a “yea 
and nay” vote, without further discussion a hand vote shall 
be taken. 


(c) All articles shall be considered in the order in which 
they appear in the warrant. 
(Approved by the Attorney General April 17, 1925.) 
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BY-LAW AS TO JUNK COLLECTORS AND DEALERS. 


Sect. 1. Every dealer in and keeper of a shop for the pur- 
chase, sale or barter of junk, old metals or second-hand arti- 
cles in this town shall be licensed. 


Sect. 2. Every collector of junk, old metals and second- 
hand articles in this town shall be licensed. 


(Approved by the Attorney General, May 13, 1919.) 
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REGULATIONS GOVERNING HAWKERS AND PEDLERS OF 
MEATS, BUTTER, CHEESE, FISH, AND FRESH 
FRUIT OR VEGETABLES 


Section 1. No person, unless duly licensed by the Director 
of Standards of the Commonwealth, shall go from place to 
place in this town selling or bartering, or carrying or expos- 
ing for sale or barter, any meats, butter, cheese, fish, or fresh 
fruit or vegetables, in or from any cart, wagon or other vehi- 
cle, or in any other manner, without.a license therefor from 
the Board of Selectmen provided, however, that this section 
shall not apply to any person who sells only fruits or vege- 
tables obtained by his own labor or the labor of his family. 


Sect. 2. The Board of Selectmen shall have authority to 
grant such license to any person of good repute for morals 
and integrity who is, or has declared his intention to become, 
a citizen of the United States. Said licenses, unless sooner 
revoked by the Board of Selectmen, shall expire on the thir- 
tieth day of April after the granting thereof, and each person 
so licensed shall pay therefor a fee of $5.00. 


Sect. 3. Every hawker and pedler licensed by the Board 
of Selectmen shall be assigned a number and shall be provided 
by the Town Clerk with a badge which shall be conspicuously 
worn by him. No person shall be assigned a badge or number 
until he presents a certificate from the Sealer of Weights and 
Measures stating that all weighing and measuring devices in- 
tended to be used by such person have been duly inspected 
and sealed as required by law. Whoever neglects to wear such 
badge, or wears it without authority, shall be punished by the 
penalty provided in section 6 of these regulations. 


Sect. 4. No person hawking, peddling or carrying or ex- 
posing any articles for sale shall cry his wares to the disturb- 
ance of the peace and comfort of the inhabitants of the town, 
or otherwise than in vehicles and receptacles which are neat 
and clean and do not leak. 
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Sect. 5. Any license granted under these regulations or 
any regulation amendatory or additional thereto may be re- 
voked by the Selectmen. 


Sect. 6. Whoever violates any provision of these regula- 
tions shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dol- 
lars for each offense. 


Sect. 7. Every vehicle or other receptacle used by a li- 
censee as a conveyance for articles offered or exposed for sale 
by him shall have attached thereto on each side a number 
plate, to be furnished by the town with his license, bearing 
the number and date of expiration of such license. 


Sect. 8. No persons shall be registered or assigned a badge 
or number plate under the provision of sections three and 
five of these by-laws until he presents a certificate from the 
Sealer of Weights and Measures stating that all weighing and 
measuring devices intended to be used by such person have 
been duly inspected and sealed as required by law. The use 
of or possession by such person with intent to use, any false 
or unsealed weighing or measuring devices, shall be sufficient 
cause for the revocation of his license, or the cancellation of 
his registration. 


Sect. 7. Nothing in these by-laws shall be construed as 
conflicting with any license issued under the authority of the 
Commonwealth. 


Sect. 10. Any license granted under these by-laws or any 
by-law amendatory or additional thereto, may be revoked by 
the (Board granting the same.) 


Sect. 11. Whoever violates any provision of these by-laws 
Shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for 
each offense. 


Sect. 12. All by-laws or parts of by-laws inconsistent 
herewith are hereby repealed. 


(Approved by Attorney General, May 13, 1919). 


BY-LAW AS TO TOWN CONTRACTS 


On all contracts for labor, materials, supplies, equipment, 
merchandise or other articles wherein the amount involved is 
$500 or more, the Board, Department, Committee or Officials 
of the Town in charge of the expenditure of such money shall 
be required to submit the awarding of the same to public bid 
and no expenditure shall be permitted of $500 or in excess 
thereof unless the same shall have been awarded upon public 
bid. 


(Approved by the Attorney General, March 31, 1941). 


BY-LAW ESTABLISHING HOURS OF DUTY FOR FIREMEN 


1. Each regularly employed fireman shall be entitled, 
without loss of pay, to twenty-four hours’ leave from duty 
during each seventy-two (72) consecutive hours. 


2. The arrangement and designation of twenty-four 
hours’ leave from duty as aforesaid shall be on the par- 
ticular or specific hours designated by the Board of Fire En- 
gineers arranged so that the efficiency of the Fire Depart- 
ment shall not be lessened thereby. 


3. Notwithstanding the foregoing provision as to twenty- 
four hours’ leave from duty out of every seventy-two (72) 
the regularly employed firemen of the town shall be subject 
to immediate recall to duty at any time on emergency signal 
of the Chief or Acting Chief of the Fire Department. 


(Approved by the Attorney General on Feb. 21, 1934).
